first seen it was at about 5,000 ft end traveling from HOO to 600 MPE. Its grey 
color rendered it difficult to perceive at a distance as it blended with the 
clouds. Although a jet-like noise was heard prior to the object's eppezrance 

no audible sound was produced while it remained in view, The tail of the object 
had two points on the outside area, visible as it made its two left-to-right 
circles which had an approximate radius of 1/4 to 1/2 miles, The object had 
whet appeared to be a cockpit canopy in the center which extended toward the 
back and beneath the object.
